The Boston Com- 
mercial Gazette has the following re- 
mark on tho subject : 

]n the passage of the American Indem- 
• nity Bill by the French Chamber of De- 
puties, there is a proviso that tho money 
is not to be paid until tho French Gov- 
ernment shall havo received satisfactory 
explanations with regard to the Presi- 
dent’s Message of December 2, 1834. 
Now, wo hardly know what explanations 
the French Government want. The Pre- 
sident’s message spoaks for itself. Its 
language can hardly bo misunderstood. 
You must pay us our claim, or we will 
make reprisals upon your proporty. Does 
the French Government expect the Pre- 
sident to take back what he said in his 
message — toll them he did not mean any 
harm — is sorry for what ha said? We 
know of no particular explanation which 
can be given more than is already ex- 
pressed. If France expects our Govern- 
ment to cringe and apologise, and beg as 
a favor what we demand as a right, she 
expects what she will by no means £ot. 

This is almost the universal sentiment 
of the opposition press — even of those 
which, for party purposes, during the last 
session, raised their clamor to counte- 
nance tho assertions of Clayton and oth- 
ers, who contended in Congress that there 
was couched, in the firm, dignified, and 
temperate Message of the President, me- 
nace and insult to France. But the In- 
telligoncer, although compelled to aban- 
don this ground, which it also assumed 
against the message, and to acUnowledgo 
that it “would not require tho President 
of the United States to retract any thing 
he said in his message to Congress, or to 
apologise for it,” seems to think that 
“something is necessary to satisfy the 
requisition of the French Chambor.” It 
suggests that this may “be accomplished 
by a mere reference to tho passage of the 
President’s message which has been quo- 
ted, and to the satisfactory explanations 
on that subject, made by our Minister in 
Finance to the French Minister of For- 
eign Affairs in January last.” Can any 
thing be more ludicrous than this, or bet- 
ter adapted to expose the shallow devices 
and deceptions of the opposition? But a 
littlo while ago the Intelligencer was 
anxiously inculcating the opinion that 
the President’s Message was not only rI 
menace and affront to France, but almost 
a declaration of war — and now it con- 
ceives that “a mere reference to the pas-! 
sago of tho Presidents Message,” which! 
conveyed this insult, is all sufficient ‘-to] 
satisfy the requisition of tho Chambers.”i 
This may be considered in some sort an 1 
application of the old saying of “the hair!

COWS. 

Tlicrc ii a vast difference in cows aa j 
regards tlie quality cf their milk, as also i 
to tho quantity they yield liuily to the far- ! 
mers, or others who possess them. Ibis j 
every one- knows who has given tho suh- : 
ject that attention necessary to enable . 
him tu judge correctly. There is also a 
a difference in the quality of butter madej| 
from different cows — some cows will 
yield pale, whapish butler, while others , 13. Iti''.: 
will produce that which is of a rich deep 
yellow, and altogether of a superior fla- 
vor and quality. Now to ascertain this, 
the milk of each cow should bo set apart, 
not inixt with oilier cow’s milk, and the 
cream churned separately, and then the 
different qualities of butter can bo accu- 
rately ascertained. Something, howev- 
er, depends on the cool, airy situations 
where milk is set, as a'se the state of the) 
atmosphere. If the weather is “muggy,” 
cream will not rise so well as when tiie 
air is pure, or the wind northerly or west- 
wardiy. 

Various ways arc adduced to ascertain [ 
the goodness of the milk cows, ihol 
best and most simple is as follows: 

Take a glass tumbler of any size from, 
hall a pint upward- 4 — paste from tire top 
downward a strip of white paper from 
one eight to a quarterof un inch in wid.h. |
